But Before He Could 


Do It- Peron Had to 


Strangle the Press 


I am looking at a press dispatch 


from Buenos Aires dated yesterday. 
It reports that 
Argentine 
news- 


papers publish long lists of persons 
arrested for "rumor mongering," 
the jails are filled with "terrorists" 
and Dictator Peron is steadily mov- 
ing toward a complete police state. 


This latest news Is forwarded by 


Ray Vickcr to the Wall Street Jour- 
nal. But for several days I have had 
on my desk an editorial from the 
Atlanta 
(Ga.) 
Constitution 
that 


must have been 
published 
more 


than a month ago but 
which 
ex- 


plains clearly what is happening 
now in Argentina and what will con- 
tinue 
lo 
happen 
unless 
Peron 


changed his course — or. which is 
more likely, Argentina changes it 
for him. 


We used to think of dictatorships 


ns 
tyrannical 
organizations 
of 


princes wealthy men landowners, 
big merchants, and. others of extcn- 


I sive political influence. But in this 
20th century we have learned with 
shocked surprise that so-called so- 
cial reformers can set up tyranny 
rivaling the worst of the classic dic- 
tators. We saw Lenin in Russia. 
Mussolini in Italy, and Hitler in 
Germany, each in his time become 
a dictator with the support of radi- 
cal labor groups. 


The same performance has been 


given in Argentina by Peron whose 
labor backing lias permitted an ab- 


L solute dictatorship lo be set up in 


our Western world. 


And this brings me to the thought 


expressed in the Atlanta editorial 
mentioned above. The writer of the 
Constitulion's piece points out that 
Peron's dictatorship absolutely de- 
pends on his power to suppress free 
speech and press. And then we are 
given -the exact language of Argen- 
tine Law No. 13985 on "Suppression 
of Treason, Espionage, and Sabo- 
tage, Article 6":

"All those shall be imprisoned 


from one month lo four years 
who,without authorization, hand 
over, remit, communicate, pub- 
lish or circulate economic,politi- 
cal, military, financial or indus- 
trial information which, with- 
out being secret or confidential, 
is not intended for publication 
or diffusion 
and
